The Town Hall is a fine building of classical architec¬ 
ture, standing at the head of Water Street and Castle 
Street, constructed from designs by Wood of Bath in 1750, 
and rebuilt after the partial destruction by fire in 1795. 
From 17G6 to 1808 it was used as the Cotton Exchange of 
the town, but since that date has been reserved exclusively 
for civic duties and functions. 
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
